This pro- 
cess took the clerk some fifteen 
minutes and “during: that time 
Gifford is alleged to have brought 
the twd women on to the first 
floor of the Post Office twice. On 
each occasion they were asked to 
walt at a comer. while he disdp-

turned and took them downstairs 
again. ; 

When the money was eventual-
